It is eaſie to judge what Conſequences Mr, B would draw 
from hence: Nay, he does draw this Conſequence, That if the Ex- 
preſſions cited by Mr. Fr--- are Scurriltzs and Abuſive, the Charge docs 
equally extend to His late Majeſty King *, IL LTA, ard the Six 
Lords, who proteſted. I think I may with all Reaſon and Juſtice deny 
this Conſequence, and conclude, That Mr. B--- has not wich any. 
good Grounds produced their Authorities in Vindication of himſelf, 
which will appear by confidering the whole Caſe. His Majeſty Ring 
WILLIAM, of Glorious Memory, was pleas'd to uſe ſome Expreſſions 
in his Firſt Speech, Anno 1688, which gave occaſion to the bringing in 
this Clauſe to be part of a Bill: [ That any Man ſhould be ſufhci- 
- ©ently Qualify'd for an Office, Employment or Place of Truft, who 
* within a Year before, or after, his Admiſſion or Entrance thereinto, 
did Receive the Sacrament of the Lord's-Supper, either according to 
the Uſage of the Church of England, or in any other Proteſtant Con- 
5 gregation.] Upon the Debate, whether ſuch a Clauſe ſhould be part 
of a Bill, it paſſed in the Negative; and Six Lords by Vertue of their 
Priviledge, according to the Uſage of Parliament in ſuch Caſes, and 
upon ſuch Occaſions did Enter their Protett before the Act (of which this 
rejected Clauſe was intended to have been a Part) receiv'd the Royal A 
ſent and Sanction. Now comes Mr. B—, and (when this Bill was paſſed 
into an AR, and confirmed by the Royal Aſſent and Santim, even a 
Year afterwards, 1689) ſpeaks in a Scurrilous and Abuſive Manner of 
this ſame Act of Parliament. Is not this to think himſelf wiſer than the 
Wiſdom of the Nation? Is not this a direct Oppoſition to the Eſta- 
bliſh'd Government? Had thoſe very Lords themſelves, who Enter'd 
their Proteſt, Publickly and in Print, ſo injuriouſly reflected upon this, 
now an Act of Parliament, as Mr. B. — did, I demand, would they 
not hereby have been obnoxious to the Cenſure of that Noble Houſe? 
And could they themſelves have offer'd by way of Vindication the Paſ- 
ſage in the King's Speech before, or their own Proteſt after, the Bill 
was paſſed into an Act? I think then, Mr. Fr--- may (to uſe Mr. B---'s 
own Words) advance the Charge of Scurrility againſt thoſe Expreſſi- 
* ons of Mr. B--- in the Paſſages refer'd to, and vet not ſee that 
© Mr. B— will have the Honour to ſuffer in very good Company. 
Nay, I may add, it is ſtill a greater, and a new Argument of Mr. Bs 
Op n to the Eſtabliſh'd Government, now again to ſay any thing 
ainſt the Continuance of the Sacrament-Teſt (as he does in the Pal- 
age following, or even towubliſh the Reaſon, which mov'd the Six 
Lords to Proteſt ; ) when it has been declar'd by the Chief Governor in 
this Kingdom, That it was neither Her preſent Majeſty's, nor his, In- 
tention to take it off.
